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ABSTRACT 

Fifteen new synonymies and two new nomenclatural combinations 
are established in Podomyrma. 

The nomenclatural changes in Podomyrma summarised below will be 
discussed in detail in the author's forthcoming revision of the genus. 
They are presented here to facilitate reference in other works now ready 
for publication. Bibliographic and other details may be found in the 
Podomyrma section of Bolton, 1995 (pp 338-339). All nomenclatural 
actions have followed study and comparison of appropriate type 
specimens, except where types are confidently believed to have been 
lost.
